The day has,
happily, passed when being a farmeris syn-
ongmous with being a blockhead. It re-
quires somethiog wore than mere physical
strength to keep up with the advance of the
age in farming as well as science. Many of
the systems of years ago are no more appli
cable to the demand of to-day than would
be an ox-team to run an gpposite freight
line across the Plaine. The farmer who
reads much, and reads that much with care,
is the one who stands in advance in intelli-
genee and prosperity.

Beience ean aid the farmer in raising |

wheat or corn just as much as it can aid the
miller in grinding it ; and the science to be
applied in agriculture 1s nothing more than
a study of the composion of soils and the
properties that are drawn from them by
certain grains.

Sarting Dowsy  Cocudpers.—Leave
half an inch of stem on cucumbers—wash
them in cold water—imwmediately pack with
salt in alternate layers, salt next to the
wood ; one barrel of salt to five of cucum-
bers. Fill barrel full, putting salt on top
—cut a wide broad board =0 asjust te fit in-
side the barrel—bore half a dozen half-inch
holes through—place it on pickels with a
stone on, which should weigh at least twenty-
five pounds, =0 as to keep the pickels always
in brine. Take off all scum which rises.—
Keep the barrel in the shade, aud in four
weeks take off the stone and §ll to the top,
as they will settle some. Put more salt on,
head them up, and they are ready for mar-
ket. It s best to have two sizes of pickles.
